B O I L E R S OF S T E A M E R E X P L O D E . 


Race With Another Boat Ends in Fatal 
Disaster. 
Chattanooga, Term., Feb. 6.— By an 
explosion of the boilers on the steamer 
Parker near this city George Kelly, 
negro fireman, was killed and Will D. 
Sibley and Bob Bass, deckhands, were 
blown into 
the water and 
are sup­ 
posed to have drowned. 
Captain Jim 
Thompson, in .command of the boat. 
was 
severely injured, 
as was 
also 
Jesse Allison, the engineer, and his 
wife. 
The explosion occurred at Will 
lam s island, 
nine miles 
below the 
city, and it is said that it was caused 
by overpressure on the boilers, due to 
a race between the Parker and anal ii- 
or boat. 
The injured men were placed 
on the Patten, with which the Parker 
is supposed to have been racing, and 
brought hack to this city^ 


but when adjournment was announced 
later in Hie afternoon it was the gen­ 
eral opinion in the courtroom I hat hut 
little progress had been made. T haw ’s 
attorneys endeavored in vain to pre­ 
sent before the jury evidence tending, 
it was said, to prove a strain of in­ 
sanity in the collateral 
branches of 
the defendant’s family, but they were 
blocked at 
every point 
by District 
Attorney 
Jerome, 
whose 
objections 
were upheld by the rulings of Justice 
Fitzgerald. 
Tile defense, 
however, got 
before 
the twelve men in the box the testi­ 
mony of an expert that in his opinion 
Harry Thaw 
was suffering 
from in­ 
sanity the night of tile tragedy. 
Mr. 
Jerome undertook to break down the 
evidence 
of the 
alienist, Dr. 
C. C. 
Wiley 
of Pittsburg, 
and 
for 
three 
hours put 
him through 
a cross-ex­ 
amination 
as severe 
as 
was 
ever 
heard in any court. 
The prosecutor 
was relentless in his attack and before 
he had finished Dr. Wiley protestinglv 
declared: 
“ I didn’t come here as an 
expert 
I came as a witness to a fact 
and I have been converted into an ex­ 
pert without being prepared for it.” 
Tile 
district attorney 
astonished 
everybody by his intimate knowledge 
of medicine and its technical phrase­ 
ology. 
demonstrating 
the care 
with 
which he 
had prepared 
himself to 
meet the very defense which T haw ’s 
counsel have entered 
in his behalf. 
Mr. Jerome searchingly injuired into 
Mr. Wiley’s record as a physician and 
as an expert on insanity. 
He hurled 
volleys of technical questions at tho 
witness who at times sat mute and at 
other times gave evasive replies. 
Of­ 
ten he 
brought upon himself 
sharp 
warning from the district attorney to 
make a reply and not an argument. 


Paid Thaw Acted Irrationally. 


Dr. Wiley testified that he predicat­ 
ed his opinion as to Thaw’s insanity 
upon 
his 
actions the 
night of 
the 
tragedy 
as 
described 
to him 
in a 
hypothetical question propounded by 
the defense 
and upon 
an 
incident 
which he 
witnessed on a 
Pittsburg 
street car during the summer of 1005 
Thaw, said the doctor, acted irration­ 
ally on the car, coming in suddenly 
and jerking 
up one of the 
window 
blinds, slamming 
it down 
and then 
lifiing it again, the 
while engaging 
in a wordy war with the conductor. 
“Have you ever examined this de­ 
fendant with 
any of the 
recognized 
tests of insanity?” asked Mr. Jerome. 
“No,” replied the witness. 
“Have 
you ever 
conversed 
with 
him?” 
‘No.’’ 
Tho district 
attorney then 
drew’ 
from 
the alienist 
the opinion 
that 
Thaw’s acts on the 
Madison Square 
roof garden when 
he killed Stanford 
White were not nets of insanity when 
taken singly, hut constituted evidence 
of Insanity 
when considered 
collec­ 
tively 
At times Dr. Wiley seemed en­ 
tirely baffled by questions. 
He hesi­ 
tated at each and before he could an 
swer Mr. Jerome had framed another 
query 
replete 
with 
high 
sounding 
technical teints and apparently offer­ 
ing a problem no less difficult than Its 
precedecessors. 
Tile witness admit­ 
ted that many tests to which the dis­ 
trict attorney 
referred, such 
as the 
Romberg test and the Argyll-Robert 
son pupil test, were unknown to him 
and when he was asked to quote from 
another accepted work on insanity de. 
d a re d 
he could not 
give the 
exact 
language from any hook. 


Jerome W as Well Prepared. 


Mr. 
Jerom e’s well 
of 
knowledge, 
however, seemed never to run dry. He 
carried his cross-examination through 
practically the entire morning session 
and for an hour and twenty minutes 
after luncheon 
continued to ply 
tho 
witness with all manner of questions. 
It was necessary for the bailiffs sev­ 
eral times to rap down tho outbreaks 
of laughter. 
Thaw ’s counsel sat silent and with­ 
out protest as Mr. Jerome grilled th" 
first witness 
for the defense 
Thaw 
himself seemed to take hut little in­ 
terest in the cross-examination at the 
outset, hut later began to take not o r 
and was often in earnest conversation 
with those of his counsel 
who sat 
nearest, bl™. 
At times 
Thaw could

of chagrin at the keenness of some of 
Mr. Jerome's questions and at the sub­ 
tle humor they so thinly concealed, lie- 
fore the close (!f the day Thaw seemed 
to worry.

der;! to end. 
Ills attorn' ys appeared a 
bb puzzled at first, lint evidently dc 
fermined to vive the district attorney 
tho widest liberty. 
it was at the close of Mr. Jerome’s 
crossexamination of Dr. 
Wiley that 


the attempt was made 
to introduce 
testimony tending to show the strain 
of insanity 
said to have 
existed In 
certain branches of the Thaw family. 
Among 
the witnesses called 
to the 
stand was Leo Thaw of Richmond, Va., 
who said that his 
father and Harry 
Thaw's father were 
first coutisins 
The defense stated its purpose to draw 
from the witness that his father died 
in an asylum, when 
Mr. Jerome ob­ 
jected. 
He declared that the relation­ 
ship 
of both the 
witness and 
his 
father was too far removed from the 
defendant to he competent. 
“And the law," he added, “is not 
satisfied a man is insane merely be­ 
cause he dies in an asylum or a re­ 
treat for persons suffering from m en­ 
tal disorders. 
The fact 
that a man 
dies in an institution such as that con­ 
ducted by Dr. 
Wiley. Hie 
eminent 
pecialist we had upon tho stand to­ 
day, for instance, is no proof that he 
was insane. 
There must he compe­ 
tent testimony to tho fact.” 
Justice Fitzgerald upheld this view 
af the matter, saying, however, that 
Ms ruling was subject to revision if 
the attorneys for the defense could 
cite authorities on the subject. 
Mr. 
Gleason, who alone conducted the case 
for Thaw, did cite some authorities, 
but promised to have more authori­ 
tative authorities in court later. 


Not Allowed to Testify. 


The defense next introduced as a 
witness Benjamin Bornan, who testi­ 
fied that in January, 
1904, he had a 
conversation with the defendant. 
He 
was about to tell what the eon versa- 
ion was when Mr. Jerome interrupt 
cd, declaring that a conversation so 
far back was 
not relevant 
nor ma­ 
terial. Justice Fitzgerald again called 
upon Thaw ’s attorneys for citations 
of authorities covering the introduc­ 
tion of 
testimony of the 
character 
proposed. 
“We did not expect to reach this 
witness today.” explained Mr. Glea­ 
son, “and I have not my authorities 
here.” 
Justice 
Fitzgerald sustained 
Mr. 
Jerome’s objection 
and tho 
witness 
stepped aside. 
Dr. C. II. Hingham of Pittsburg, who 
has been 
a family physician 
of tho 
Thaw’s 
for thirty 
years, took 
the 
stand and testified that he had known 
Harry Thaw ever since his infancy. 
He had treated him once for St. Vi­ 
tus dance. 
He seemed to be a lad of 
highly 
nervous 
temperament 
and 
slept badly at night, said the witness. 
Mr. Jerome’s cross-examination was 
brief. 
“How old was the defendant when 
he had St. Vitus dance?” he asked. 
“Seven.” 
“That is all, doctor.” 
Dr. John F. Deemar of Kittanning, 
Pa., 
the 
family 
physician 
of the 
Coploys, 
Mrs. 
William Thaw, 
the 
prisoner’s motlier, having been a Miss 
Copley, was the last 
witness of the 
d ay. 
He was called to testify as to 
tho mental condition of John Ross, a 
cousin of Harry Thaw, .when Mr. J e ­ 
rome objected. 
Justice Fitzgerald held 
that until 
the defense’s authorities 
on the in­ 
troduction of testimony as to collateral 
insanity were presented, he thought 
it best to rule out all such testimony 
for the time 
being. 
It was 
at this 
point that the 
adjournment for the 
day was ordered.

New york, Feb. 6.— Many and con 
fileting rumors, hut all in effect that a 
serious difference of opinion as to the 
conduct of the defense in the Thaw 
murder trial, followed a conference of 
the prisoner’s attorneys at night. The 
reports were based chiefly on Hie un­ 
derstanding 
that Thaw’s 
choice of 
John lh Gleason as the leading factor 
in the defense was not satisfactory to 
the other attorneys, particularly At 
torneys Delmas and McPike. 
From one source 
it was 
declared 
that five of the attorneys had told Mr 
Gleason that he must not usurp the 
chief role of the defense, or, lf he did, 
the others would retire from the case. 
Elsewhere it was declared, on al­ 
leged authority, that the matter had

elected that Gleason be deposed. 
Written authority was given to Cllf 
ford

as chief 
counsel, with Mr. Delmas in charge 
of all examinations,

henceforth merely in a consulting ca 
pacify.

The commission shall then fix 
a flat** for hearing on th** petition after 
which it m ay permit the issuance of 
the whole or a part of the proposed 
amount of stock or bonds.

DISLIKES COOKED VICTUALS. 


Finds 
Them 
Indigestible 
and 
Says 
They Make Him Sick— Lives In the 
Woods Near 
Elgin and Objects to 
Sleeping In a Bed. 


It is doubtful if tilt? most depraved 
young wretch in any civilized com m u­ 
nity, the utterly friendless waif of a big 
ity. suffering from the privation of 
the scantiest necessities of life, would 
exchange places with Willie Benthu­ 
sen, tile primeval boy of Illinois, whose 
ens*1 has no known parallel, says a Chi- 
igo dispatch to tile New York Herald. 
His experience lins been a peculiar 
one, and the strange degeneracy of the 
lad lins set psychologists and sociolo­ 
gists to thinking deeply1. 
This “wild 
boy,” only recently discovered, for live 
years, or since the death of ins motli­ 
er. has led a hermit like life in close 
proximity to a town throbbing with 
ictivity, 
progrt?ss, advancem ent aud 
ill that goes to make up the di^sirable 
factors in modern civilization. 
Fating raw ti sh, gophers and birds, 
wild fruit and vegetation, Willie, who 
has just turned fifteen, has been abso­ 
lutely alone, 
without companionship, 
keeping entirely aloof from the rest 
of mankind. 
Spending ins days in the 
woods and sleeping on a bed of straw 
it night, tin1 strange lad lias spent his 
time happily, according to his own no­ 
tions. 
His parents until Hie death of 
Willie's 
motlier lived 
in 
Elgin, 
III. 
When his motlier died, abandoned by 
ills father, the boy took to the nearby 
woods, where in all seasons lie lins 
llvisl alone. 
Willie's condition was discovered by 
the American Home Finding associa­ 
tion in Chicago through one of its 
agents, Miss N. M. Stiles. 
She came 
upon him at ins wilderness abode near 
Elgin while lie was partaking of what 
he regards as a sumptuous repast of 
raw fish. 
Nothwithstanding the hard 
ships he endured (luring ins strange 
istenee, the boy, according to Miss 
Stiles, enjoyed and is now In perfect 
hen I til. 
Benthuseii's means for securing sub 
sistcnce consisted of a blowgun, a sling 
aud a lieut pin attached to a Ii sh line. 
With ti lese lie has had no trouble in 
obtaining lbs daily supply of food, aud 
it must have been amp!*1, for he lins a 
hearty ai petite. 
To garb himself he 
Ira 'od birds and fish to rural travelers 
for cast off clothing. 
Miss Stiles at once reported to the 
society lier discovery of the juvenile 
prototype of 
Robinson 
Crusoe, 
ami 
while awaiting instructions drove out 
Uh next day to the place Willie dc 
scribed as lbs home. She took with lier 
a small hamper, 
well stocked 
with 
good fresh bread, cooked moats, cake 
and jellies, prepared for the home t a ­ 
ble. 
Sin* found that the edibles sin1 
bud taken to him remained untouched, 
while the feathers anil hones of birds 
ami the fins and scales of fish lying 
around 
showed 
that lie 
had 
eaten 
heartily r>f bls accustomed diet.

Ile is as stir*1 of 
aim w ith either us the thorough hunts 
man is w ith tile most modern ride or 
shotgun. Willie m akes his slings from 
m illier hands, a piece of old leather, 
which holds tho pohbleL mal a forked 


stick. 
II s air gun he makes from a 
hollow reed. His arrowheads he makes 
from nails filed to a sharp point. 
“ I have got k » used to eating my food 
raw," said Willie when questioned by 
Miss Stiles. “That I don’t like an y thin g 
that is cooked. Whenever I try to eat 
cooked victuals It makes me sick. 
“ I love to live in the woods. 
Then 
I don’t have to work never. 
I re m e m ­ 
ber pa aud me used to work mighty 
hard to get tis all enough to eat and 
a little clothes. 
I enjoy eating more 
now than I did when ma was alive, 
and it's no trouble at all for me to get 
all I want. 
Ani I ever lonesome? 
Oh. 
no, not at all! 
Say, you know we 
come into tiffs world alone,’’ asserted 
tin* “wild 1» *y," with an emphatic and 
peculiar shake of his head. 
"And we 
leave it alone when we die. 
Why 
shouldn’t 
I 
enjoy being alone here. 
with nobody to boss ti)' or tre a t me 
had, hey?”
